Operation — Future Role of NCSW — Destination? 


After many months of intensive discussion by 
several Conference committees and consultation 
with national organizations, Operation — Future 
Role of NCSW has reached the launching stage. 
The first of two Workshops with 28 national organ- 
izations participating will be held March 13-14 at 
Asbury Park, New Jersey. The general topic will be 
Conferencing in Social Welfare. 

At the conclusion of the second Workshop, the 
report on the discussions will be transmitted to the 
NCSW and to the other national agencies engaging 
in major forum activities in the social welfare field. 
The NCSW Study Commission will review the rec- 
ommendations of the Workshops with special ref- 
erence to their implications for the future role of 
the Conference and as a guide for solutions to our 
internal problems. Recommendations will then be 
prepared for consideration by the membership. 

The Study Commission will formulate its pro- 
posals within the framework of the following three 
assumptions: 


1. Acceptance of the continuing value of the Conference as 
a democratically controlled forum with the primary 
function of furthering exchange of thinking and dis- 
ee of information on developments in the welfare 

eld. 

2. Acceptance of the present membership base of the 
Conference, which provides for individuals and organi- 
zational members and includes lay leaders and profes- 
— trained and untrained workers in the welfare- 

eld. 

3. Acceptance of a broad definition of social welfare which 
is able to include new programs and techniques for 
achieving social welfare objectives as they emerge. 


This rather unique study process grew out of the 
realization by the Conference Executive Committee 
that such issues as those facing the NCSW, e.g. what 
should be the emphasis or major focus of the Annual 
Forum program? what are the criteria for determin- 
ing auspices for subject content between the Con- 
ference Program Committee and Associate Groups?, 


could not be solved by NCSW alone. They could not 
be solved by the Conference because they impinge 
on or are affected by future emphases and programs 
of other national organizations with major forum 
activities. 

It became evident, too, that the problems created 
by the trend toward multiple independent con- 
ferences in social welfare, a natural response to 
increasing specialization, both technical and organ- 
izational, needed to be examined for their implica- 
tions for NCSW. Among these problems are: 


1. Growth of organization and technique approach to social 
welfare needs instead of a problem-centered approach. 


2. Need to increase communication and interaction between 
separate groups in social welfare whose goals and meth- 
ods overlap. 


3. The heavy demands on the staff time and travel funds 
of national and local agencies whose staffs are called on 
to participate in multiple national, regional and state 
meetings. 


It should be obvious to everyone that these prob- 
lems are complicated and many-faceted and will 
require the attention of the best minds in our field. 

The Lilly Endowment has made a grant of $15,000 
to the Conference to finance the major costs of the 
study outlined. Arrangements have been made with 
the firm of Arthur Greenleigh Associates to provide 
the secretariat and consultant services for the study 
and Workshops. 

It is our hope that through this study process com- 
mon understanding can be reached on the problems 
confronting NCSW and some other organizations in 
their forum activities and cooperative approaches to 
solutions will be developed. 

Operation — Future Role of NCSW is now in orbit 
and you may expect regular reports on its direction 
and destination.

The Executive Committee held its annual fall 
meeting in Columbus on October 31 and Novem- 
ber 1 with 20 of the 29 members in attendance. 

The minutes of the last meeting were approved. 

Arch Mandel was re-elected Treasurer of the 
Conference. 


Future Role 

The Steering Committee of the Commission on the 
Future Role of NCSW made its report to the Com- 
mission which is comprised of the Executive Com- 
mittee of 1957-58. Members of this committee whose 
terms have not yet expired and who are thus mem- 
bers of the present Executive Committee made up 
a quorum of this commission. The following report 
prepared by the Steering Committee at its meeting 
on the previous day was presented by the Chairman 
David G. French, was approved by the commission 
who presented it to the present Executive Commit- 
tee and it was approved: 

The Committee recommends that two meetings be 
held involving major national organizations to de- 
termine how to maintain the integration of the social 
welfare field for its forum needs. 

Secondly, that a background paper should be pre- 
pared to pose the major issues involved. They rec- 
ommend the following items on the agenda: 

1. The kind of program — its duration and 

frequency; 

2. The structure necessary to insure the kind of 

program desirable; 

3. The method best suited for assembling people 

for this program; 

4. The conditions of viability. 


He pointed out that the Committee proceeded on 
three assumptions. 
1. That the present membership structure will be 
maintained; 
2. That NCSW will continue to function as a 
forum; 
3. That democratic controls will continue. 


The Executive Committee designated Robert H. 
MacRae, Mrs. Eveline Burns, Charles I. Schottland, 
David G. French, Arch Mandel and Robert F. Bondy 
as representatives of NCSW to meet with executives 
of national organizations. 

The national organizations to be invited to meet 
with NCSW representatives to study conferencing 
in social welfare in general as well as the Future 
Role of NCSW are: National Conference on Social 
Welfare, National Social Welfare Assembly, National 
Association of Social Workers, Council on Social 
Work Education, American Public Welfare Associa- 
tion, United Community Funds and Councils, Child 
Welfare League of America, Family Service Associa- 
tion of America, National Travelers Aid Association, 
American Red Cross, Girl Scouts, Camp Fire Girls, 
National Conference of Catholic Charities, National 
Council of Churches, Church Social Work Confer- 
ence, National Conference of Jewish Communal 
Service, Council Jewish Federation and Welfare 
Funds, National Recreation Association, National 
Federation of Settlements, National Probation and 
Parole Association, National Urban League, Young 
Women’s Christian Association, Ortho-Psychiatric 


Association, AFL-CIO Common Service Committee, 
Association of State Conferences, National Health 
Council. 

The report included a proviso that this study 
should be completed within the next year. 

A progress report on the study will be part of 
the Annual Meeting of members in San Francisco. 


Program for NCSW 

The President, as chairman of the Program Com- 
mittee reported on the September meeting, outlined 
the tentative program as planned. The Executive 
Committee approved the plans, making some sug- 
gestions. A report of the January meeting of the 
Program Committee appears on page 9 of this 
Bulletin. 


NCSW Awards for 1959 

The Committee designated 2 Award Winners from 
among approximately 30 who were nominated. 
These persons will be named in San Francisco. 


Sites of Future Annual Forums 

The Committee recommended the following sites 
for future Annual Forums. 1963— Los Angeles, 
1964 — Washington, D. C., and 1965 — St. Louis or 
Cleveland, or Detroit or Chicago. These sites are 
always subject to change as indicated by develop- 
ments in the meantime. 


Publications Program 

Single Practice Volume 

The Editorial Committees which met in Chicago 
suggested that the Executive Committee consider a 
change in the publications program viz. that the 
Social Welfare Forum be devoted exclusively to 
papers on broad concepts of social welfare, issues, 
problems and policies. The additional volume to 
contain papers on social work practice and to cover 
all the specialties. 

The Executive Committee decided that the present 
program of publishing the official proceedings and 
a separate volume for each of the specialties be 
continued with the addition to the Social Welfare 
Forum of an index of papers being published else- 
where, at least of those published in our specialized 
volumes. 

Significant manuscripts 

As indicated in recent issues of the Bulletin an 
attempt has been made to compile a list of man- 
uscripts presented at NCSW Annual Forums which 
have had the greatest significance through the years. 
It has been proposed that the final selection be 
published and a publisher has shown interest in 
doing so. The Executive Committee decided that this 
project needs further exploration. An editor should 
be chosen. The volume needs focus and perspective. 
They recommend that this project be combined with 
an indexing of the Proceedings and that an effort 
be made to secure a foundation grant for such a 
project. 


ICSW 

As reported in the last issue of the Conference 
Bulletin, a study has been made and approved of 
the relationship between ICSW and NCSW. The 
Executive Committee recommended that there be 
no merging of the Annual Forum of 1960 with the 
International Conference scheduled to be held that 
year but not having a site designated.

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THE IXth INTERNATIONAL CONFERENCE 
OF SOCIAL WORK — TOKYO 


1600 delegates from forty-two countries in all 
parts of the world attended the [Xth International 
Conference of Social Work in Tokyo the first week 
in December. In addition, fifteen international or- 
ganizations, both inter-governmental and voluntary, 
were represented at this gathering which everyone 
appeared to feel was one of the most successful in 
ICSW history. 

Of these delegates approximately 50% came from 
overseas, and one-half of the latter (or 400) were 
from the United States. Chairman of the U. S. Dele- 
gation was Melvin A. Glasser of the National Foun- 
dation, and Margaret E. Adams of the National 
Association of Social Workers served as Secretary. 
The United States exhibit, which was developed for 
the U. S. Committee by Galaxy, Inc. and financed 
by contributions from the United States Information 
Agency and a number of national voluntary agen- 
cies, was a highlight of the exhibit area and is now 
being shown in selected Japanese cities under the 
auspices of the Japanese National Committee of 
ICSW. 

An innovation at this Conference was the Work- 
ing Party which met in Osaka for a week prior to 
the opening of the Tokyo sessions. It consisted of 
representatives from sixteen countries (selected by 
their National Committees) and three international 
organizations, under the chairmanship of Mr. 
Glasser. Dr. Eveline M. Burns, immediate past Presi- 
dent of the National Conference, was the U. S. mem- 
ber of this group, whose purpose was to prepare a 
statement which would clarify the ideas on which 
the Conference program was based and thus serve 
as a guide to the Conference discussions. This state- 
ment was printed and distributed to all delegates at 
the opening of the Conference. 

There were three official study tours sponsored by 
the ICSW in connection with the Tokyo meetings. 
Leaders were Donald S. Howard of Los Angeles, 
Wayne Vasey of New Brunswick, New Jersey, 
Richardson L. Rice of Boston and Florence Philpott 
of Toronto, with Mary R. Hoffer serving as Secre- 
tary. Two of the groups went around the world and 
all the groups took part in study programs organ- 
ized by the National Committees of ICSW in the 
countries visited.

The NSWA has served notice that as of April 1, 
1959 they can no longer assume responsibility for 
the U. S. Committee. 

The Executive Committee decided that NCSW 
will assume obligation for providing the mechanics 
of mailing, record keeping, membership promotion 
and processing, the cost of which will be paid by 
the U. S. Committee. Professional services such as 
programming and policy matters must be assumed 
by the U. S. Committee itself. 

Other Business 

There were numerous other items of business 
which included budget approval, Associate Group 
relationships, approval of exhibitors and the public 
relations program.

The Combined Book Exhibit will again feature the 
best books, directories, and pamphlets available 
from many publishers.

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FINANCIAL REPORT 


In spite of a low registration at the Annual Forum 
in Chicago last May, we are glad to report the year 
1958 closed with a surplus of $4,393. The reasons 
for this are — 


(1) A lower mortality rate among our continuing 
membership than we had anticipated. Our 
fears about the number of members who 
would not renew because of increased dues 
were not realized. 


(2) Slightly lower costs in Chicago than was 
originally estimated. 


(3) A refund from the National Health and Wel- 
fare Retirement Association, unexpected and 
non-recurring. 


The administration is especially pleased with the 
renewal record last year in the face of the increase 
in dues, and it expresses its appreciation for this 
support. 


Perhaps a slightly more rigid test of this continu- 
ing support will be the year 1959 when the Annual 
Forum will be held in San Francisco, May we urge 
special efforts on the part of members to maintain 
their membership because, as you know, registra- 
tions at the Annual Forums held on the west coast 
are likely to be lower than when they are held in 
the mid-west or in the east. 


The underlying reason for continuing member- 
ship is to give the Conference a solid support foun- 
dation enabling it to hold Annual Forums in any 
part of the country regardless of the attendance and 
to keep abreast of the increased costs of doing busi- 
ness each year, to say nothing of expanded services.

The members of the Committee on Audio-Visual 
Aids have been screening many films in the areas 
of social welfare, human relations and mental health 
and hope to develop a series of meetings that will be 
of interest to a wide audience.
